Palin Tour Kindles Speculation

East Coast trip may 
indicate plans for a 
White House bid 

Juneau, Alaska 

Sarah Palin will embark this week- 
end on a campaign-style bus tour 
along the East Coast, sending a jolt 
through the now-sleepy Republican 
presidential contest and thrusting 
a telegenic but divisive politician 
back into the nation’s spotlight. 

Palin’s tour announcement is 
the strongest signal yet that she 
is considering a presidential bid, 
despite her failure to take tradi- 
tional steps such as organizing 
a campaign team in early prima- 
ry states. 

The former Alaska governor’s 
approval ratings have fallen across 
the board, including among Repub- 
licans, in recent months. But many 
conservatives adore her, and she 
has enough name recognition 
and charisma to shake up a GOP 
contest that at this point seems to 
be focusing on three male former 
governors. 

Beginning Sunday, Palin plans 


to meet with veterans and visit his- 
toric sites that her political action 
committee calls key to the country’s 
formation, survival and growth. 

Palin said on the website for 
SarahPAC that her bus tour will 
serve as a reminder of “who we are 
and what Americans stand for.” 

Many Republican Party insiders 
say that Palin, the 2008 vice pres- 
idential nominee, has engaged in 
too many political spats and soap- 
opera dramas to win the nomi-

nation and challenge President 
Obama 18 months from now. 

“I think that pathway is closed,” 
said GOP pollster Wes Anderson, 
who is not working for any presi- 
dential candidate. Still, Anderson 
said, it’s not surprising that Palin 
would look at the current field “and 
say. Why not me?”’ 

Party insiders argue that Tim 
Pawlenty, a former Minnesota gov- 
ernor, and John Huntsman, a for- 
mer Utah governor, have the best 
chances to compete with former 
Massachusetts governor Mitt Rom- 
ney. But a Palin candidacy could 
affect the contest in unpredict- 
able ways. 

In Iowa, Palin could appeal to 
the religious conservatives who 
participate heavily in the nation’s 
first presidential caucus. But she 
lacks the ground organization con- 
sidered essential to getting sup- 
porters to the caucus meetings, 
though supporters are laying the 
groundwork on their own in hopes 
that she will run. 

If she does, she might challenge 
orthodoxy by using her star power 
and fame, not ground troops, to 
compete in Iowa, (ap)

Court Upholds Ariz. Law 


Ruling: State is able 
to punish businesses 
for illegal employees 

Washington 

The Supreme Court upheld an Ari- 
zona law Thursday that penalizes 
businesses for hiring workers who 
are in the U.S. illegally, rejecting 
arguments that states have no role 
in immigration matters. 

By a 5-3 vote, the court said 
that federal immigration law gives 
states the authority to impose sanc- 
tions on employers who hire unau- 
thorized workers. Employers found 
to have violated the law can have 
their business licenses suspend- 
ed or revoked. 

The ruling cheered supporters 


Meanwhile ... 

Thursday's decision upholding 
Arizona’s employer sanctions law 
comes as the state appeals an ap- 
peals court ruling that blocked key 
parts of a more controversial im- 
migration enforcement law, known 
as SB1070. The blocked provisions 
include a mandate that police, while 
enforcing other laws, must question 
a person’s immigration status if offi- 
cers have reasonable doubts, (ap) 


of tougher immigration laws, who 
said it would encourage states to 
take new steps. 

The decision placed the court’s 
five Republican appointed justices 
on the side of the state, and against 
the Chamber of Commerce, which 


challenged the law along with the 
American Civil Liberties Union. 

Chief Justice John Roberts, writ- 
ing for the majority, said Arizona’s 
employer sanctions law “falls well 
within the confines of the author- 
ity Congress chose to leave to the 
states.” 

Justices Stephen Breyer, Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg and Sonia Soto- 
mayor, all Democratic appointees, 
dissented. The fourth Democratic 
appointee. Justice Elena Kagan, did 
not participate in the case because 
she worked on it as President 
Obama’s solicitor general. 

The Obama administration 
backed the challenge to the law. 
The measure was signed into law in 
2007 by then-governor Janet Napol- 
itano, who is now Obama’s Home- 
land Security secretary, (ap)

CIA to Scour Bin Laden’s Hideout 


Pakistani consent is 
a sign of continuing 
partnership with U.S.

Pakistan has agreed to allow the 
CIA to send a forensics team to 
examine the compound where 
Osama bin Laden was killed, giv- 
ing the agency permission to use 
sophisticated equipment in a search 
for al-Qaeda materials that might 
have been hidden inside walls or 
buried at the site, U.S. officials said 
Thursday. 

The arrangement would allow 
the CIA for the first time to enter 
a complex that it had previously

scrutinized only from a distance, 
using satellites, stealth drones and 
spies operating from a nearby safe 
house that was shuttered when bin 
Laden was killed. 

U.S. officials said a CIA team is 
expected to arrive at the compound 
in Abbottabad, Pakistan, within 


days, and that the objective is to 
scrub the site for items that were 
not recovered by U.S. commandos 
during the raid or Pakistani secu- 
rity forces who secured the facili- 
ty in the aftermath. 

CIA Deputy Director Michael 
Morell negotiated access to the 
site during a trip to Islamabad last 
week, when he met with the head 
of Pakistan’s main intelligence ser- 
vice, officials said. 

Pakistan’s agreement is seen as 
an encouraging sign that the two 
spy services will continue cooperat- 
ing despite anger in Islamabad over 
the U.S. raid to kill bin Laden, and 
a series of recent ruptures between 
the CIA and its Pakistani counter- 
part.

Serbia Captures Mladic 


War crimes suspect 
seized 16 years after 
massacre of 8,000 


Belgrade, Serbia 

Sixteen years after the bull-necked 
military commander went on the 
run, a pale and shrunken Ratko 
Mladic was hauled into a court- 
room Thursday to face charges of 
genocide in ordering the torture, 
rape and slaughter of 8,000 Mus- 
lim men and boys in the Bosnian 
town of Srebrenica in 1995. 

A Serbian government that has 
changed mightily since Mladic’s 
alleged atrocities trumpeted his 
early morning arrest as a victory 
for a country worthy of EU mem- 
bership and Western embrace. It 
banned all public gatherings and 
raised security levels to prevent 
ultra-nationalists from making 
good on pledges to pour into the 
streets in protest.

The bounty the Serbian government 
offered for the capture of Ratko Mlad- 
ic. The U.S. State Department offered 
$5 million on top of the reward. 


Mladic was one of the world’s 
most wanted men, and faces charg- 
es of genocide and war crimes at 
the U.N. war crimes tribunal in The 
Hague, Netherlands, where judge 
Fouad Riad said there was evidence 
of “unimaginable savagery.” 

Mladic, 69, appeared frail and 
walked slowly Thursday evening 
as he went into a closed-door 
extradition hearing. Mladic’s 
lawyer said the judge cut short 
the questioning because the sus- 
pect’s “poor physical state” left

1995 Slaughter 

Among the horrors Ratko Mladic 
is charged with, foremost is the July 
11, 1995, slaughter of up to 8,000 
Muslim men and boys in the Bos- 
nian town of Srebrenica, which was 
supposed to be a safe zone guarded 
by Dutch peacekeepers. Mladic 
seized the town and was seen hand- 
ing candy to Muslim children in the 
town’s square. He assured them ev- 
erything would be fine and patted 
one boy on the head. Hours later, his 
men began days of killing, rape and 
torture. (AP) 


him unable to communicate. 

“He is aware that he is under 
arrest, he knows where he is, and 
he said he does not recognize The 
Hague tribunal,” said attorney 
Milos Saljic. Extradition proceed- 
ings could take a week or more 
before Mladic’s expected transfer 
to The Hague, where he faces life 
imprisonment. 

Nonetheless, Serbian Presi- 
dent Boris Tadic appeared jubilant 
at a triumphant press conference 
announcing the arrest: “We have 
ended a difficult period of our his- 


tory and removed the stain from the 
face of Serbia and the members of 
our nation wherever they live.” 

Mladic was the top command- 
er of the Bosnian Serb army during 
Bosnia’s 1992-95 war, which killed 
more than 100,000 people. 

His life on the lam ended before 
sunrise Thursday, when agents of 
Serbia’s domestic intelligence agen- 
cy moved quietly on an unremark- 
able single-story yellow brick house 
with a small garden and a low fence, 
owned by a relative of Mladic’s 
mother, dusan stojanovic (ap)

But instead of just reloading 
your SmarTrip card, perhaps you’d be interested in 
some Metro merchandise. The newly relaunched gift 
shop on Wmata.com features goodies emblazoned 
with that familiar “M” logo, including an aluminum 
sports bottle ($6.90), a bus-shaped coin bank ($2.22) 
and a Swiss wristwatch ($195.84). 


Pretty good deals, considering the 
price of a peak-of-the-peak round- 
trip fare, huh? But there’s a catch — 
many of the items require bulk pur- 
chases. You need to buy 150 water 
bottles, 50 banks and six of those 
watches, which may seem a tad 
excessive to anyone just looking to 
show off their Metro pride.

Man who molested 
boys over 3 decades 
gets 25 years in prison 

Alexandria 

Former Osbourne High English 
teacher Kevin Ricks, who molest- 
ed boys in his care during a 30-year 
career in several states and over- 
seas, will spend at least the next 
two decades behind bars after 
his sentencing Thursday in fed- 
eral court. 

Ricks’ sentence was the result 
of a carefully crafted plea agree- 
ment in U.S. District Court in 
Alexandria that encompasses 


six cases in which Ricks admits 
he staged naked photographs of 
boys he abused while they were 
passed out. The abuse spanned 


Ricks’s career as a camp coun- 
selor, Boy Scout leader, baby sit- 
ter, high school teacher, tutor and 
foreign exchange host. 


U.S. District Judge James C. 
Cacheris sentenced Ricks, 51, to 
25 years in prison, a fixed number 
tied to the deal. Federal guidelines 
called for 30 years to life on charg- 
es of production and possession of 
child pornography. 

A Washington Post investigation 
published last year, before he was 
charged with federal crimes, discov- 
ered that Ricks had abused boys in 
Virginia, Maryland, North Carolina 
and Japan, all locations where Ricks 
had children in his care. Ricks, 
who was married, obsessed over 
them and got them drunk on tequi- 
la before abusing them, accord- 
ing to Ricks’ letters and journals.

Washington 

Metro officials are making an 
aggressive push to repair the transit 
system’s rails and stations, and this 
weekend four stations will be closed 
through Memorial Day so crews 
can work around the clock. 

The shutdowns are an extreme 
Metro has used with more fre- 
quency to catch up on a backlog 
of repairs and maintenance across 
the aging rail network, much of 
which turned 35 this year. Metro 
has launched a $5 billion capital 
improvement effort, but the effort 
leaves riders with late-night delays 
and longer weekend waits. 

“The system wasn’t main- 
tained the way it should be, and 
we have to make up for that now,” 
said Richard Sarles, Metro’s gen- 
eral manager and chief executive. 
“That’s why we’re doing this inten- 
sive work.” 

Plans call for replacing venti- 
lation and exhaust fans; repair- 
ing platforms; redoing elevators, 
escalators and tiles at stations; and 
repairing signals, transformers and 
equipment along tracks. 

Unlike other systems — which 
have multiple tracks and can often 
isolate their work without major 
shutdowns — the Metro system has 
only two tracks, so it often has to do 
single-tracking to complete work, 
and, at times, close stations. 

Crews work three-day weekends 
because it allows them more time to 
bring in heavy equipment for com- 
plicated repairs, officials said. 

Slow Motion 

For riders, the weekend work has 
meant more headaches.

ton, abandoned her plans last week- 
end to take Metro to National Air- 
port for a flight home. Instead, she 
caught the Red Line from Grosve- 
nor-Strathmore to Woodley Park, 
where she was meeting friends. She 
planned to take a cab to the airport 
afterward. “I’m worried about the 
train delays,” she said. 

Nearby at the Grosvenor sta- 
tion platform, Caroline Rushby of 
Gaithersburg and a friend wait- 
ed last Saturday for a downtown- 
bound train. 

“Metro used to be the best thing 
to have, especially on weekends, 
because you didn’t have to spend 
so much on gas,” Rushby said. 
“But now weekends are becom- 
ing the worst.” 

Not Ending Soon 

In the D.C. area, the weekend shut- 
downs will continue beyond Memo- 
rial Day, Metro officials warned. 
Work is planned for the first week- 
end of June and over the Labor Day 
holiday weekend. On the Satur- 
day and Sunday of the Fourth of 
July weekend, there will be work 
occurring outside the downtown 
core that will require some sin- 
gle-tracking. 

And, Sarles said, the capital 
work is “going to go on for years.”

There were a few groans when some 
of the Maryland men’s lacrosse play- 
ers learned the team was eschew- 
ing the NCAA’s offer of taking an 
airplane to the NCAA quarterfinals 
in Foxborough, Mass., last week- 
end and instead would make the 
400-plus-mile trip by bus. 

Then they heard the reason. 
The NCAA gave enough money 
for the 32-member playoff roster, 
plus an extra 10 spots for coaches 
and staff members. But first-year 
head coach John Tillman and his 
assistants thought the entire team 
deserved to make the trip — a trav- 
el party of anout 60. 

“Coach Tillman said, T don’t 
care if I have to pay for this out 
of my own pocket. We’re a team. 
Everyone is going; we’re taking 
two buses,”’ senior co-captain 
Dan Burns said. “When you have a 
coach who, rather than just saying 
you’re a team actually means it. ...

It meant the entire team wit- 
nessed Maryland’s 6-5 overtime 
victory over top-seeded Syra- 
cuse. The Terrapins (12-4) will 
face defending national champion 
Duke (14-5) in an NCAA semifinal 
on Saturday at 6:30 p.m. at M&T 
Bank Stadium in Baltimore.

BREAKOUT STAR OF ‘MIDNIGHT IN PARIS’ 


When Woody Allen’s “Midnight 
in Paris” debuted at the Cannes 
Film Festival earlier this month, the 
movie (out in D.C. theaters Friday) 
surprised critics with an unexpected 
plot twist, launching viewers into 
a whimsical world of Jazz Age art- 
ists, poets and Parisian icons.

Was it hard to keep quiet about the 
hilarious plot twists? 

Yes, but I was very good about keep- 
ing quiet. I have the letter from 
Woody Allen, that I will have for- 
ever, and it says something like, 
“We’d like you to play Hemingway. 
If you like the part, it’s yours; if you 
hate the very idea of it, perhaps we 
can find another project to work on 
in the future.” And part of that let- 
ter was, “Of course, tell no one!” I 
think I took it a lot more seriously 
than the rest of the cast did. 

What was the audition like? 

When I originally saw the material. 
I’d gotten a call from my manager 
saying that Woody Allen wanted a 
meeting. That was all the informa- 
tion I had. I just showed up, and 
he handed me a scene full of those 
Hemingway-esque run-on sentenc- 


es; it was so thrilling. I had to do 
everything I could just to keep my 
nerves down. 

Is Allen someone you always 
wanted to work with? 

Absolutely. I was a film nerd in high 
school, so when other kids had Iron

It’s 
really incredible. For the rest of my 
life, whatever happens to my career, 
I can say I played Hemingway in a 
Woody Allen film. The geeky side 
of me is so fulfilled. 

Had you been to Paris before? 
Was it a magical city for you? 

I had been there a couple times. I 
always thought of Paris as impres- 
sive, but my experience with it had 
been a very quick tourist thing. It 
was nice to have time to slow down. 
I didn’t stay at the hotel with the 
cast. I stayed with family friends 
in the 20th arrondissement, which 
is sort of a normal neighborhood. 
Cooking at home, going shopping; 
I really fell in love with it. 

Favorite Hemingway novel? 

Oh, definitely “Farewell to Arms.” 
I’d read it a few of times, but I took 
this epic eight-hour walk by myself 
through Paris, straining the bat- 
teries of my iPod, listening to that 
audio book from beginning to end, 
through several little rain show- 
ers and 10 arrondissements. It was 
just magical, an incredible journey.

From its rapturous opening 
sequence, “Midnight in Paris” 
announces that Woody Allen has 
returned to at least one of his most 
beloved forms. The writer-direc- 
tor — whose work has skimmed 
screwball comedy, Bergman-esque 
drama, melancholic romance and 
misanthropic satire — comes back 
to his “Manhattan” roots here, as 
that opening number attests. 

Owen Wilson plays Gil, a screen- 
writer and would-be serious author 
who’s visiting Paris with his fian- 
cee, Inez (Rachel McAdams), and 
her parents. Gil is besotted with the 
Paris of the 1920s, while Inez and 
her family couldn’t care less.

It’s finally here. At long last comes the 
second installment of the summer film 
we’ve all been waiting for — the story of a 
dark prophecy, an orphaned boy-hero and 
his showdown with an evil nemesis. 

No, not “Harry Potter and the Death- 
ly Hallows: Part 2.” 

It’s “Kung Fu Panda 2.” 

In the satisfying, if less than sensational, 
sequel to the funny, charming and action- 
packed animated feature from 2008, Po 
the panda Qack Black) returns in pursuit 
of inner peace, the defeat of a murderous 
peacock (Gary Oldman) and the truth about 
what happened to his real parents. 

What? You didn’t actually think that 
Mr. Ping Qames Hong), the noodle-mak- 
ing Chinese goose from the first movie 
who raised Po as his son, was actually our 
hero’s biological father, did you? 

There always was that nagging — and 
much commented on — genetic impossi- 
bility at the heart of the original “Kung Fu 
Panda”: How on Earth could a waterfowl 
have spawned a giant, 250-pound bear cub?

The new movie puts that question to rest. 
It’s both a story about Po’s search for his 
origins and a reckoning with the bad guy 
responsible for Po’s identity crisis (Old- 
man’s Voldemort-like Lord Shen). 

All is set up in a beautifully drawn but 
harrowing prologue that shows Lord Shen 
— in response to a prophesy that he will 
one day be defeated by an unnamed, black- 
and-white hero — attempting to slaughter 
all the pandas in the world in an effort to 
clear the way for world domination. 

Apparently, he missed one. 

Call Po “The Panda Who Lived.” And, 
yes, “Kung Fu Panda 2” is a little darker 
and a little more intense than the first film, 
especially for very young viewers. 

Not that there aren’t some laughs, too, 
though Po is a littie less physically inept and 
emotionally insecure this go-round, hav- 
ing spent the last film mastering the art of 
kung fu. And it’s nice to see his menagerie 
of martial-artist animal friends reunited, 
including Tigress (Angelina Jolie), Man- 
tis (Seth Rogen), Monkey Qackie Chan), 
Crane (David Cross) and Viper (Lucy Liu), 
known as the Furious Five. 

Gorgeously animated, the movie is a 
consistent pleasure to watch, even if the out- 
come of Po’s adventures feels like a proph- 
esy that any one of us could have foretold.

Wiig plays Annie, a would-be cupcake 
entrepreneur whose business has taken 
it in the ganache with the economic 
downturn and whose love life consists 


of impromptu booty callsfrom her loath- 
somely narcissistic sex-buddy, Ted (Jon 
Hamm). When Annie learns that her life- 
long bestfriend, Lillian, is engaged— and 
that Annie isto be the maid of honor— the 
new reality sends her into a tailspin of 
envy, grief and self-loathing. But when 
it turns out that Lillian’s bridal party 
will also include the rich, thin, impos- 
sibly appropriate Helen Harris III (Rose 
Byrne), Annie’s insecurities metastasize 
into aflorid case of overpowering Id.A.H. 
THE CONSPIRATOR (PG-13, 123 minutes) 
In “The Conspirator," Robert Redford’s 
absorbing if puzzling Civil War-era drama, 
Robin Wrightannouncesin no uncertain 
terms that she is back. Wright plays 
Mary Surratt, who in 1865 was accused 
of conspiring with John Wilkes Booth and 
others to assassinate Abraham Lincoln. 
When she was hanged a few months 
later, Surratt went down in history as 
the first woman to be executed by the 
U.S. government — made all the more 
notable by doubts as to her guilt in ensu- 
ing years.

Orchard" is a play about a real estate 
auction. Both statements are true, but 
they teLL only half the story. “Everything 
Must Go” has been described, somewhat 
tentatively, as a “dramedy." But despite a 
trailer that makes it look like a yuk-fest, 
the laughs are few and far between. 
Here, Raymond Carver brings us the tale 
of an alcoholic named Nick Halsey (Will 
Ferrell) who, in the space of 24 hours, 
loseshisjob, hiswife, hishouse, hisbank 
account and his bearings. There’s a cer- 
tain desperate absurdity to that, along 
with a lot of pain. But comic it ain’t, m.o. 
FAST FIVE (PG-13, 130 minutes)The “Fast” 
series hasfollowed the dangerous exploits 
of monotone street racer Dorn Toretto (Vin 
Diesel)and Brian O’Conner (Paul Walker), 
the ex-cop who gradually became Dorn’s 
high-flying partner in crime. The duo’s 
latest impossible mission takes place in 
and around Rio de Janeiro’s congested 
favelas, where Toretto’s crew uses vital 
information stored on a stolen micro- 
chip to rob a sadistic drug kingpin (oily 
Joaquim de Almeida), all while avoiding 
Hobbs (Dwayne Johnson), the road-raging 
federal bounty hunter ordered to bring 
thesefugitives to justice. SEAN O’CONNELL 
HANNA (PC -13,111 minutes) The mesmer- 
izing heroine of “Hanna” — a semi-feral 
16-year-old raised by her stay-at-home 
dad in the permafrost forests of Finland 
— can rattle off facts and figures about 
anatomy and geography in seven lan- 
guages, but she’s also a ruthless killing 
machine. Hanna has activated some kind 
ofelectronic homing beaconthattellsthe 
movie’s bad girl, Marissa Wiegler (Cate 
Blanchett), just where to find them. In 
short order, “Hanna" turns into a classic 
popcorn movie, subclassification: chase 
flick. Eat with one hand, because you’ll 
need the other to hang onto your seat, as 
thefilm lunges from Finlandto Morocco 
to Spain to Germany, where Erik and his 
daughter have agreed to rendezvous, m.o. 
HESHER (R, 102 minutes) Bad role models 
sometimes make the most interesting 
movie characters. The ill-mannered, 
unkempt, foulmouthed and hot-tempered 
title character of “Hesher” is just such a 
walking contradiction. The long-haired, 
tattooed loner (played by Joseph Gordon- 
Levitt) is not the focal point of the film.

HOBO WITH A SHOTGUN (Unrated, 
86 minutes) “Hobo” breathes new life 
into the demented realm of grindhouse 
cinema — a world that had grown pretty 
stale to this point. Because filmmaker 
Jason Eisenerfavors grindhouse cinema 
over art-house cinema, we’re treated to 
perennial roughneck Rutger Hauer in the 
title role of the hobo, a down-on-his-luck 
loner who rides the rails into Hope Town 
and finds a stark reality that’s beyond 


bleak. Among the degenerates the hobo 
encounters roaming the streets are a 
pedophile in a Santa suit who kidnaps 
children and a sleazy mongrel who pays 
homeless men $10 so he can torture them 
on camera. When Hauer’s hobo finds 
himself caught in the middle of a pawn 
shop robbery, our “hero” plunks his last 
few dollars on the weapon of the title 
so he can clean up this filthy town — or, 
in reality, make it more grimy with the 
blood of the criminals he blows away. s.o. 
INCENDIES (R, 130 minutes) “Incendies” 
opens with the reading of a will in the of- 
fice of Canadian notary Jean Lebel(Remy 
Girard). “Death is never the end of the 
story,” says Lebel, who has just dropped 
a bombshell in the laps of Jeanne and 
Simon Marwan, a pair of 20-something 
twins whose mother, Nawal (Lubna 
Azabal), has recently died. In accordance 
with the terms of Nawal’s will, Jeanne and 
Simon are given two sealed letters, one 
to deliver to their father, and another to 
deliver to their brother, after which they 
will receive a letter of their own from their 
mother.
